Teachers attending the institute are 


uaaminoMS in praise of the work done by 
Miss Kennedy. 


Friday morning’s exercises wtre very 


interesting; The work in Botany contin­ 
ues. The children are studying margins 
of leaves. 
Miss Kennedy asked the children what 


the elm leaf made them think of, and a 
little girl answered, “ the mumps/' 


The fact that leaves having ribs for 


support was brought out. 
All the children who have never atten­ 
ded school before, are called “ Daisies, 
and those of the second reader grades, are 
called “ Roses.” 
“ This is not slang.” 
The Daisies have learned four words, 


in the time that Miss Kennedy has had 
them in charge, and knew the words 
written in connection with other words 
or alone. 
To develop the word pat, Miss Kennedy 


first wrote it upon the blackboard, and 
then passing around the class she patted 
each one in turn, and the children caught 
the idea immediately. 
The word was further developed in the 


sentance I “ Pat the boy.” 
The other 


words had been taught previous to this 
time. 
While the Daisies were reciting, the 


Roses were drawing a picture of a house 
upon the blackboard. 
The minature house was placed before 


them.it being a firm conviction of their 
teacher, that children should draw from 
objects, not copy lines upon a board. 
Miss Kennedy directed oneof the Roses 


to look at the board, and tell what she 
saw. The answer was “ I see two win­ 
dows.” 
Miss Kennedy then threw a handker­ 
chief over the childs face and asked her 
to tell wha t she had seen. 
The answer was in perfect cnglish, “ I 


-aw two windows. 
Language receives attention in every 


exercise. 


Number worK is characterized by sim­ 


plicity , objects instead of figures being 
used. 


Miss Kennedy made the statement that 


the language of arithmetic is not so easy 
as the facts. 


The children now attempted to add one 


and one. 
One of the Daisies led a mate 


before the class, and while doing this said 
“ one child,” and then taking a second 
mate by ths arm and leading her to a 
place beside the first, said, “ and one 
child make two childs.” 
Miss Kennedy did not correct the child, 


but made the correct statement herself, 
repeating it twice, and then asked the 
Daisy to say the same, and the child 
repeated 
“ one child and 
one 
child 


make two children. 
The next step was 


to teach two, less one, leaves one.
